Bridge to 
be rebuilt 
in £30m 
rail work 

A RAIL bridge which dates 
back more than 100 years is 
to be rebuild as part of £30 
million plans for the electri¬ 
fication of the line. 

The scheme in Walsall 
town centre is to carried out 
in phases starting this au¬ 
tumn and will be completed 
by next summe. 

The bridge over the rail 
line, which runs beneath 
Park Street, needs to be re¬ 
built for the electricity lines. 

Network Rail insists the 
main shopping street will 
be open to business as usual 
and efforts will be made to 
minimise disruption. 

It will be the latest phase 
of moves to electrify 15 
miles of the Chase Line be¬ 
tween Walsall, Hednesford 
and Rugeley Trent Valley. 

Preparation work is due 
to get under way this au¬ 
tumn and finish by the end 
of November. 

The process of rebuilding 
the bridge will begin next 
January and will be com¬ 
pleted in four stages to allow 
Park Street to remain open 
for business. 

The project will complete 
by the July and rail services 
will not be affectedk. 

Liam Sumpter, ofNet- 
work Rail, said: “Replacing 
this bridge is a significant 
piece of work and is essen¬ 
tial as part of our plans to 
electrify the railway be- 
twee n Walsall and Rugele y. ” 

Confidence 
over meals 

EDUCATION bosses are 
confident free school meals 
will be available to all chil¬ 
dren aged four to seven 
from September as part of a 
Government scheme. 

Walsall Council’s catering 
service is working closely 
with schools to meet the 
Government’s pledge to 
provide a meal for all four 
to seven-year-olds in state 
funded schools. 

The council has been 
awarded £590,000 to distrib¬ 
ute among schools, which 
have been able to submit 
requests for funding. 


SHOCK OVER 
DOUBLE DEATH

NEIGHBOURS have spo¬ 
ken of their shock after a 
recently separated couple 
were found dead at home 
in what police believe was 
a murder and suicide. 

Hayley and David Stringer were 
discovered at their house in Holle- 
meadow Avenue, Blakenall, Wal¬ 
sall. 

Police have confirmed the pair both died 
from stab wounds and said they are not 
looking for anyone in connection with the 
deaths. 

The bodies of Mr Stringer, aged 32, and 
29-year-old Mrs Stringer were found at 
3.50am on Saturday following an emer¬ 
gency call and they were pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Their three children, Chloe, 11, Chelsea, 
eight, and Lottie, seven, were sleeping in 
the terraced house when officers arrived 
and have been informed. 

Relatives and neighbours of the pair have 
spoken of their shock. 

Scared 

Annette Johnson, aged 60, who lived op¬ 
posite the family and knew the mother well, 
said she was in shock. She also said she had 
heard a ‘terrifying scream’ just after mid¬ 
night on Saturday morning. 

The grandmother-of-11 said: “Just as 
I was nodding off I heard this scream. It 
sounded like a girl and it scared me.” 

She added: “I knew Hayley and the little 
girls used to play with my grandson. They 
were a lovely family. I was shocked when 
they split up. I found out on Facebook and 
then I saw she was in another relationship. 

“Dave moved out a few weeks ago. We 
watched him move his stuff but he used to 
go back quite a lot to take the girls out. 

“They moved in about three or four years 
ago. I spoke to Hayley if she popped in the 
shop next door. She used to go in wearing 
her onesie. I didn’t have a lot to do with 
Dave. He was always working all the time 
but I would wave to him. Hayley was a 
lovely girl. You could have a laugh and a 
joke with her. She’d come in the house and

have a cup of tea with me. I can’t believe 
what has happened. They are never going 
to see their kids grow up or get married. It’s 
horrible. You wouldn’t think it would hap¬ 
pen on your doorstep.” 

Neighbour Graham Johnson, 49, said: “I 
woke up and realised something had hap¬ 
pened when the police were outside. I went 
to bed at 2am and didn’t hear anything at 
all. 

“I’m shocked. The woman who lives there 
was only a young girl. I spoke to her now 
and again. She had girls. It’s a shame for 
the kids’ sake.” 

Raman Patel, who runs Ram’s Super¬ 
store in Hollemeadow Avenue, said: “I’m

shocked. They used to come in the shop. 
They were nice people.” 

Mrs Stringer was a factory worker at 
Spanish-owned engineering firm Gestamp 
Automocion, Cannock. Mr Stringer worked 
for metal importing and distribution com¬ 
pany Holme Dodsworth, Walsall. 

Speaking on behalf of the family, An¬ 
drew Dutton, whose partner Lisa Ball is Mr 
Stringer’s cousin, said: “We are just abso¬ 
lutely devastated, not just for David. Our 
prayers go out to Hayley’s family, David’s 
family and the kids. David was a lovely kid. 
He was very quiet, shy, hardworking and a 
devoted father.”

Matty Read - found the bodies 

Matty Read, is understood to have discov¬ 
ered the bodies and called the emergency 
services. 

Mr Read, who was at the house when of¬ 
ficers arrived, is believed to be the 19-year- 
old initially arrested on suspicion of murder 
but has since been released without charge. 

Detective Inspector Justin Spanner, from 
Force CID, said: “Hayley suffered multiple 
stab injuries and David died from a single 
stab wound. At this stage we strongly be¬ 
lieve that this is a murder suicide. 

“While we are still to establish the exact 
circumstances of what happened, we are 
currently not looking for anyone else in 
connection with the deaths.” 


Housing 
planned 
for former 
bakery site 

UP TO 100 homes are 
poised to be built on the site 
of a former bakery which 
was once one of Walsall’s 
biggest employers. 

The plan is for the oldMa- 
ple Leaf bakery, in Birchills, 
Walsall, which formerly 
operated as Harvestime 
Bakeries and employed hun¬ 
dreds of people. 

An application has been 
made to Walsall Council to 
find out if an environmental 
impact assessment will be 
required prior to an outline 
planning application being 
submitted for the site in 
Raleigh Street. 

In a letter lodged on be¬ 
half of applicant Shiptinvest 
No.l Limited, planning di¬ 
rector Guy Bailey said: “The 
site has been promoted for 
a number of years through 
the council’s emerging pol¬ 
icy and housing documents 
for residential development. 

“The site is not specifi¬ 
cally allocated in the Black 
Country Core Strategy, but 
does he within one of the re¬ 
generation corridors.” 

The report said there had 
been potential for ground 
contamination but the po¬ 
tential risk to controlled 
waters and human health 
had been assessed as low to 
moderate by an initial envi¬ 
ronmental assessment. 

An investigation was 
planned to assess the risk. 

A bakery had been on the 
site since the 1800s.

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Early talks on replacing Gala Baths 


WALSALL Gala Baths could close 
and be replaced by a new swimming 
pool and multi-storey car park com¬ 
plex, it has emerged. 

Walsall Council is looking at cre¬ 
ating more modern leisure facili¬ 
ties in the town centre as part of a 
partnership with a private car park 
operator. 

Bosses have been looking at an 
unconfirmed site for the possible 


complex, which would could see 
swimming and leisure provided at 
the base and car parking above. 

Discussions have taken place and 
comes after the council had looked 
at the potential for a £1 million re¬ 
vamp of the outdated Gala Baths, 
which is more than 50 years old. 

But this was subject to funding 
and comes as the cash-strapped 
council needs to make millions of 


cuts this year. A 2,000 name peti¬ 
tion was launched last year amid 
fears the leisure centre in Tower 
Street could shut. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
confirmed that a new facility was 
something the authority was look¬ 
ing at and some discussions had 
taken place. 

Council chiefs are remaining 
tight-lipped about the possible lo¬ 


cation although say it would be in 
the town centre. Negotiations are at 
an early stage. Providing brine pool 
facilities similar to those at the Gala 
Baths will form part of the talks. 

It is thought the complex would 
be predominantly funded through 
the car park operator. 

Councillor Bird said: ““The bene¬ 
fits are we would look to secure the 
facility at little or no cost. ” 


Hospital will have to 
make £l0.7m savings 


THE under-pressure Walsall Manor Hospital 
will need to make savings of £10.7 million 
this year, say health bosses, who have high¬ 
lighted the need to cut temporary workers. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust had earmarked 
£11.4m savings through its cost improvement 
programme last year. It has been set at £10.7m for 
2014/15 but bosses admit facing ‘significant finan- 


Only £lOm 
awarded for 
espanslon 

WALSALL Manor Hospital 
has been awarded £10 mil¬ 
lion to upgrade - £4m less 
than requested. 

The health trust has been 
seeking £14m to expand 
and deal with an influx of 
patients, which is expected 
to increase with the down¬ 
grade of Stafford Hospital. 

It wants to create two 
new medical wards, extend 
maternity services and se¬ 
cure a contribution towards 
the revamp of the A&E and 
critical care facilities. 

But it has emerged the 
Government had granted 
only £10m, although Wal¬ 
sall health bosses say they 
are still in discussions. 

Richard Kirby, chief ex¬ 
ecutive at Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust said: “We 
are still very clear that we 
need the full allocation of 
£14 million to do everything 
we need to do to continue to 
provide safe, high quality 
services at the Manor Hos¬ 
pital. 

“We remain in positive 
discussions with the Na¬ 
tional Trust Development 
Agency about how we can 
achieve this.” 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick recently wrote to 
NHS funding managers 
calling for investment in the 
site and was told the process 
will be sped up. 


cial challenges’ this year. 

The hospital has been bat¬ 
tling against rising numbers 
of admissions, especially 
from Staffordshire, and saw 
the bill for agency, bank and 
locum workers hit £2m for a 
month last September. 

Trust chief executive 
Richard Kirby said: “We 
face some significant finan¬ 
cial challenges in 2014/15. 

“We are planning for in¬ 
come of £232 million and 
aiming for a surplus of only 
£500,000 but need to de¬ 
liver a further £10.7m cost 
improvement programme 
and reduce the amount we 
spend on temporary staffing 
in order to do so. 

“Our capital programme 
totals £12m and includes re¬ 
sources for the decant ward 
and critical care unit. 

“The trust’s plan includes 
very limited reserves and we 
will need tight financial con¬ 
trol throughout the year to 
deliver successfully.” 

Plans for the new £3.4 
million ward with 30 beds 
and accommodation on a 
hospital car park as part of 
a revamp of the site have 
taken a step forward as ten¬ 
dering for the project has 
started. 

Emergency admissions 
have rocketed over the past 
12 months with increasing 
numbers of patients from 
Staffordshire. 

Between April and Oc¬ 
tober last year there were 
16,062 emergency admis¬ 
sions, against a planned tar¬ 
get of around 14,723. 

The cost of temporary 
workers has still remained 
high with a monthly bill of 
£1.8m in February.

Joy as John and long-lost 
American sister meet up

AFTER John Haydon’s mother 
vanished from his life more than 
60 years ago he always won¬ 
dered what had happened to her. 

The 72-year-old from Bloxwich was 
abandoned when he was three years 
old after his mother walked out of the 
family home following the breakdown 
of her marriage. 

He never knew that she had set up a new 
life for herself in the US where she remar¬ 
ried before giving birth to a daughter called 
Diane - Mr Haydon’s half-sister. 

For years the siblings spent their lives 
more than 4,000 miles apart unaware the 
other existed. But after his sister stumbled 
across him while researching her family his¬ 
tory they have now been brought together 
for the first time. 

Mr Haydon said: “The realisation at my 
age to find that you’ve got a sister is a tre¬ 
mendous feeling. No money in the world 
can buy that kind of feeling. If you don’t 
have something, then you receive it, it’s a 
wonderful thing to find what you’ve got.” 

The retired salesman had tried to trace 
his mother through archives but the break¬ 
through came when he was given an iPad 
for Christmas. 

Wrong 

He used it to scour family history sites 
and signed up to social media site Facebook. 
Unbeknown to him, his half-sister was also 
researching her family history at home in 
Tennessee with her husband Doug Messer. 

She said: “I thought my mother’s birth 
name was Eileen Haydon but I couldn’t get 
a birth certificate because I was looking for 
the wrong name. 

“Then I found this little chat room called 
Rootschat. I’d tried all the major ancestry 
sites and couldn’t find anything but this site 
has lots of users who all help each other. 

“It didn’t take long for me to find out that 
my mother had married before and that her 
maiden name was Pinches.” 

The discovery uncovered a host of infor¬ 
mation including that Eileen had two sons, 
although one named Paul had died from 
whooping cough. “I said one of whom has 
died? Are you telling me I have a brother?” 
the 58-year-old said. 

“Then one of the ladies helped me track 


down his address and I found him on Face- 
book.” Mrs Messer, a lawyer, sent Mr Hay¬ 
don a letter explaining she had information 
on his mother, who had died several years 
earlier aged 89, before dropping the bomb¬ 
shell that he had a half-sister. 

She said: “John said he would love to 
speak to her daughter and I said I can tell 
you anything you want to know. I’m her 
daughter. There was no response from him 
and my first thought was that he’d had a 
heart attack but I finally got a response. 
Two words - love you.” 

The pair met for the first time at New 
Street Station, Birmingham, after Mrs 
Messer came over to visit him. 

Mr Haydon, of Ganton Road, said the 
news he had a sister came as a shock but 
he is looking forward to getting to know 
her after years spent apart. “I almost had 


a heart attack and fell off my chair when 
Diane told me I had a half-sister,” he said. 
“It was like an atom bomb going off. 

“I had tried so long over the years to find 
out more about my mum and what had 
happened to her but in those days we didn’t 
have the technology.” 

The siblings’ mother grew up in Tong 
Street, Chuckery, and was an only child but 
by aged 14 she was an orphan after her par¬ 
ents both died young. 

She married in 1942 aged 21 and lived in 
the Butts before leaving for Paris in July 
1945 where she worked as an artist. 

In 1945 she boarded a cargo ship with 
600 men on board and arrived in New York 
where she worked as a window dresser in 
Macy’s before moving to New Orleans and 
marrying Pete Marquize.Mr Haydon, who 
worked for United Biscuits before retiring, 


said: “Why mum walked out still remains a 
mystery but in those days if your marriage 
broke up it was a serious thing and after 
Paul died that may have just tipped her 
over the edge so she ran and kept going. 

“My father raised me but he never spoke 
about what happened, I think he found it 
too painful and he didn’t like me asking.” 

Mr Haydon, who has two children, Lee, 
47, and Lesley, 49, six grandchildren and 
two great-great grandchildren, intends to 
visit his sister in November. The two have 
been getting to know each other and speak¬ 
ing on Skype every day. 

Mrs Messer, added: “It’s fantastic to have 
a whole new family. I was an only child and 
mum and dad had both passed so I had no 
family, apart from my husband and some 
cousins in New Orleans, and now I have a 
huge family. It’s wonderful.” 


Takeaway plan

A TAKEAWAY is poised to 
open in a derelict shop af¬ 
ter a petition with almost 
150 signatures in support. 

A change of use appli¬ 
cation for the site in Ida 
Road, Walsall, has been 
lodged. There has also been 
a 37-name anti-scheme pe¬ 
tition and four letters. 

Plans for a sweet shop 
and takeaway were refused 
over noise and odours 
fears. The new schem in¬ 
cludes fume extractors. 
Walsall Council planning 
committee is being recom¬ 
mended to approve it. 

Inquest delay 
industrial death 

AN INQUEST has opened 
into a Walsall man whose 
death may have been due 
to an industrial disease. 

Arthur May, of Pugh 
Crescent, Bentley, was di¬ 
agnosed with lung cancer 
last November. He died at 
the Manor Hospital, Wal¬ 
sall, on April 26. 

The 73-year-old had 
been working as a security 
guard at his retirement 
but investigations are 
being made as to whether 
his death was caused by a 
previous occupation. The 
inquest was adjourned.

Date set for £2m revamp of school 


THE long awaited revamp of a 
school using £2 million of Govern¬ 
ment funding will be completed in 
January - and will include a new 
English block, it has been revealed. 

The Mirus Academy, Walsall, 
held talks with the Schools Min¬ 
ister David Laws last year over the 
poor state of the classrooms. 

The school, which serves mainly 
the Beechdale community, has re¬ 


ceived funding to allow it to carry 
out some construction and revamp 
work on some buildings that are 
more than 50 years old and in des¬ 
perate need of modernisation. 

The sixth form centre will be 
transformed into an English and 
humanities block, the dining facil¬ 
ities will be upgraded and a new IT 
and sports centre will be fully refur¬ 
bished, along with the revamp of a 


Specialist Learning Centre. The bid 
was submitted in January as 2,015 
academies competed for funding. 

Interim principal Dan Neal said: 
“The refurbishment will be carried 
out in three phases with the whole 
project likely to be completed by 
January 2015. 

“This funding will make a huge 
difference to the life choices of our 
students and, along with the recent 


positive Ofsted monitoring visit 
which gave us the green light to 
press ahead with our other improve¬ 
ments, it shows the Mirus Academy 
is moving in the right direction.” 

Bal Dutfield, director of com¬ 
munity engagement and PR, said: 
“This is fantastic news for our stu¬ 
dents and the local community and 
will help towards the regeneration 
of Bloxwich.”

Flagpole 
move will 
add £10k 
to costs 

A FURTHER £10,000 is 
being spent on a council 
car park which attracted 
controversy last year when 
the cash-strapped authority 
shelled out £32,000 on re¬ 
surfacing costs. 

The work which took 
place to resurface the car 
park at the front of Walsall 
Council House last sum¬ 
mer was branded a ‘waste 
of money’. But it has now 
emerged that extra work is 
taking place to relocate the 
rooftop flagpole to ground 
level because the council 
says the existing flagpole is 
difficult to access.

Morris was arrested and 
remanded in custody fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of the 
items that included a Savage 
Stevens shotgun, a military 
detonator and expanding 
bullets at the property. 

Judge John Warner told 
the hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown court last 
Wednesday: “It is not a 
question of whether you will 
be sent away, but how long 
you go away for.” 

Mr Brian Dean, defend¬ 
ing, told the court that Mor¬ 
ris came by the items when 
she was a serving soldier. 
The case was adjourned for 
sentencing in July.

On song Connie’s 
hope for stardom 


CRAIG HUGHES looks at 
how the future is panning 
out for one of our brightest 
young stars, Connie Talbot 

SHE stole the hearts of the 
nation as the angelic little girl 
with the sensational singing 
voice and gap-toothed grin. 

It seems a long time ago since 
Connie Talbot started the road to 
stardom on Britain’s Got Talent. 

Now almost seven years later and at 
the age of 13, the Streetly singer is still 
proving a hit with an army of fans across 
the world. 

The teenager has more than 158,000 
Twitter followers and most recently 
performed to sell-out crowds in South 
Korea. 

Forthcoming concerts will be in Indo¬ 
nesia and Taiwan this summer, and she 
met a string of famous faces including 
George Clooney, Carly Rae Jepson to 
The Wanted. 

Despite worldwide fame she has man¬ 
aged to stay grounded and still attends 
school in the West Midlands, rather than 
have a home tutor, and tours are planned 
around her holidays. 

Her success has only helped to whet 
the appetite for more and Connie has 
dreams of going on to become a ful¬ 
ly-fledged pop star. 

“Hopefully in the future I will be doing 
my own songs and practising instru¬ 
ments,” she tells us, shortly after arriv¬ 
ing home from playing out with friends. 

“I would really like to be a pop star. I 
like Taylor Swift.” 

Connie shot to prominence in 2007 
when she wowed Simon Cowell and his 
fellow judges with a rendition of Over the 
Rainbow. 

Her debut album went on to sell over 
250,000 copies and reached number one 
in three countries. 

Since then whenever the youngster

posted recordings of herself on You 
Tube it has received millions of hits. 

The worldwide draw she continues to 
have was further proven on her recent 
trip to Korea. 

She performed in three sell-out con¬ 
certs with 1,200 fans each time during 
a week-long tour during the Easter 
break. 

It promoted her album Beautiful 
World, but also coincided around the 
time of the tragic ferry disaster which 
rocked the whole country and made 
headlines across the world. 


It saw the kind-hearted teenager 
pledge to donate profits from her con¬ 
certs to help families of the victims. 

“It was really sad, everyone was re¬ 
ally down over there. I had heard it all 
over the news,” Connie says. 

“I felt really bad for all the people, 
they are so welcoming, it was just un¬ 
believably tragic.” 

And of the decision to donate to the 
cause, she admits: “Everyone was really 
grateful, it was the least we could do.” 

Her mother Sharon says it was a sad 
experience, but the reaction to Connie 


had been fantastic. “It was such a sad 
time to go with the ferry incident,” she 
says. “But she had such a welcome to 
Korea. They just loved her. There were 
people turning up who couldn’t get a 
ticket and they were waiting.” 

Her success in music has given the 
schoolgirl the chance to visit the world 
and perform in front of thousands of 
fans, the most believed to be around 
25,000 at the 02 Arena. 

Sharon says it is has been an experi¬ 
ence for the entire family and great op¬ 
portunity for them to have travelled the 
globe. Occasionally Sharon and husband 
Gavin, 46, will bring Connie’s brother 
Joshua, 20, and sister Mollie, 18 along. 

“It has been interesting seeing differ¬ 
ent cultures and meeting really nice peo¬ 
ple. It has given Connie the opportunity 
to see the world.” 

Despite other interests like any other 
teenager girl it is still music which plays 
an important part in Connie’s life. 

“She is doing a lot of songwriting her¬ 
self to make it in England she realises 
you have got to get your own material 
together,” says Sharon. 

“In her heart she would like to be a 
pop star. I think she will do pop ballads, 
maybe like Beyonce.” 

Even with her fame, education still 
remains at the forefront for Connie, and 
maintaining her friends group. 

“Connie loves school. We never have 
to ask her to do any homework,” her 
mother says. 

Connie agrees. “I do like to be at 
school,” she adds, saying that her fa¬ 
vourite subjects are ‘music, English and 
art’. I do a lot of practicing on the piano 
and guitar,” she adds. 

Connie regularly treats fans to her fa¬ 
vourite songs recorded to camera at her 
home and then uploaded on YouTube. 

But the video which still reigns su¬ 
preme is her Britain’s Got Talent au¬ 
dition in which she blew the audience 
away with Somewhere Over The Rain¬ 
bow. It has attracted more than 122 mil¬ 
lion views. 



ARE the Liberal Democrats still a 
mainstream political party?

The 
sad thing for the Deputy Prime 
Minister is he’s a man being 
kicked when he is down. 

And while the Black Country 
was never really Liberal Demo¬ 
crat heartland, pop over the bor¬ 
der into Cannock Chase and it 
was only four years ago that they 
were the biggest party. Now they 
have people standing for them in 
just six out of 13 wards. 

So no-one can really blame 
Labour for making an appeal to 
the disaffected voters who have 
abandoned the Lib Dems. They 
need a champion and Ed Milib¬ 
and wants to be it. 

Shrewd 

It’s a shrewd, if spitefully han¬ 
dled, move to try to bring them 
into the fold, given that the Euro¬ 
pean Union cheerleaders stand 
utterly opposed to the prime rai¬ 
son d’etre of Ukip (Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s recent ex-Lib Dem turned 
Ukip councillor Malcolm Gwin¬ 
nett aside). 

I rang up the Lib Dem press 
office to put the question of 
whether they are still a main¬ 
stream party to them.The man 
who answered the phone sound¬ 
ed as though it was the most ri¬ 
diculous thing he’d ever heard, 
as though I was asking if the sun 
was going to rise tomorrow. He 
replied: “Well, of course we are, 
we’re in government.” 

Later on I got the reply that 
the party was still fielding more 
candidates than Ukip anywhere 
else in the country. After weeks 
of reading about the Euroscep¬ 
tics, I wouldn’t blame anyone for 
having Farage Fatigue. But Ukip 
are presenting themselves as a 
mainstream party now - around 
here anyway. They have a frac¬ 
tion of the party membership of 
the Tories but managed to stand 
in the vast majority of wards. 

The Conservatives, as the 
senior party in Government, 
should be standing everywhere 
without exception. But they 
failed to apply to put anyone 
up in West Bromwich Central, 
leaving a two-horse race - La¬ 
bour and Ukip. Anyone there 
who might put themselves to the 
right of centre may feel pretty 
cheesed off at the lack of choice.

Walsall Council’s Cabinet 
on Wednesday April 30 giv¬ 
ing unanimous approval for 
their go ahead for two new 
state of the art leisure cen¬ 
tres at Oak Park and Blox- 
wich (Option 1). 

As a local Blakenall Ward 
Walsall councillor I am 
particularly pleased to see 
cabinet agreeing with the 
cross party scrutiny panel’s 
unanimous recommenda¬ 
tion, by giving the go ahead 
for Option 1 which will now 
mean that both Oak Park 
and Bloxwich will get brand 
new centres and that the 
Bloxwich project will not be 
downgraded. 

I have been in consulta¬ 
tion with officers during 
the long process that has 
culminated in the cabinet’s 
decision.

Also, when bringing 
the recreation ground space 
back into use (by removing 
The Slang fence) there is an 
overall net gain of some 1.12 
hectares of green space.

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Benefits 
reform bid 
backed by 
authority 


A FORUM for residents struggling to make 
ends meet will be set up within weeks after 
being backed by council bosses. 

Walsall Council chiefs are supporting plans for the 
welfare reform forum which will be aimed at helping 
those hit by the overhaul to the benefits system. 

It comes after a group of councillors concluded that wel¬ 
fare reforms were ‘very wide ranging and have affected 


thousands of local residents’ 
and had had ‘a detrimental 
impact on their lives and in¬ 
comes’. 

A report by members of 
the corporate scrutiny and 
performance panel recom¬ 
mended more needs to be 
done to support residents. 

The report suggests the 
forum would help the au¬ 
thority draw up solutions 
and target the people most 
in need. It is thought that 
regular meetings will be 
held where members of the 
public will be able to go 
along and raise any issues 
in an attempt to work with 
councillors to resolve. 

Lead member Councillor 
Sean Coughlan said: “The 
Government’s welfare re¬ 
forms represent the most 
fundamental changes to the 
benefits system in a gener¬ 
ation. The scale and impact 
of individual reforms have

been documented in a vari¬ 
ety of media coverage and 
are generally understood, 
however, what we set out 
to do was to try and un¬ 
derstand the cumulative 
impacts of all of the Govern¬ 
ment’s reforms, and claim¬ 
ants’ and local areas’ ability 
to deal with them. 

“The rise of food banks 
over the last couple of years,

MOST of his audience were 
not even born when Sir Steve 
Redgrave was crowned the 
greatest Olympian of all time 
after winning his fifth gold 
medal in five consecutive 
Olympic Games. 

But his achievements were not 
lost on the pupils of Streetly Acad¬ 
emy in Walsall who listened with 
rapt attention to the great man’s 
story. 

His visit was in recognition of the 
school’s sporting prowess. Last year it 
won the prestigious UK Sports College 
of the Year Award for innovation and 
achievement from the Youth Sport 
Trust national body. 

Speaking at assembly, rowing leg¬ 
end Sir Steve told how he had been 
inspired by American swimmer Mark 
Spitz who became the first man to win 
seven gold medals at the same Olym¬ 
pics in the 1972 Games in Munich. 

“I was 10 at the time and it made 
a tremendous impression on me,” 
he said. “I was inspired. I thought: 
‘Wouldn’t it be great to win one’.” 

He answered questions from pupils 
about his training and motivation be¬ 
fore being interviewed by the school’s 
media team and joining youngsters for 
a game of ultimate Frisbee. 

Sir Steve, who is dyslexic, described 
his younger self as ‘not the brightest 
tool in the box academically’ and said 
sports training taught him discipline. 

“After an hour or so on the water 
after school I would come home and do 
my homework. Without sport it could 
have gone either way for me, he said. 

But he added: “You have to enjoy 
it. People talk of the sacrifices but if I 
had my time all over again, I’d do it all 
again for half as good results. 

“You are privileged and, yes it’s a lot 
of effort, but there’s a lot of fun and 
enjoyment and camaraderie as well.” 


Sir Steve, now 52, has been part of 
the Sporting Promise project, which 
aims to ensure that children across the 
country have access to sports activity 
in school, for three years. He said: “If 
I can’t take part in sport myself, going 
round to schools and inspiring others 
to take it up is the next best thing. 


The father of three revealed he has 
taken up another sporting challenge to 
get back in a boat again this autumn. 
“It’s in a big boat - there will be eight 
of us - but I’ve already got blisters,” 
he said.

Staff bid on new system 


TWENTY-FIVE temporary 
workers are being taken on 
at a hospital trust at a cost of 
£100,000 to help with a new 
computer system. 

The move comes after staff com¬ 
plained that it was actually slow¬ 
ing them down in their work. 

The new Lorenzo system at Walsall 
Manor Hospital aims to improve the 


way that patient information is man¬ 
aged. But frustrated workers say they 
are struggling to fit all their work into 
their day, fearing it could lead to mis¬ 
takes in booking appointments. 

The moves come despite hospital 
bosses trying to cut the number of 
temporary workers being taken on as 
patient numbers continue to rise. 

So bosses have agreed to take on 25 
staff on three-month contracts - which 
could be extended to six months - to 


help bring the new system in. The in¬ 
troduction of the Lorenzo system fol¬ 
lows the merger of the hospital and 
primary care services into a single 
healthcare trust two years ago. 

It will eventually mean the removal 
of the need for staff to physically re¬ 
trieve paper files from storage rooms. 

However a report to the Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust reveals a ‘sense 
of frustration among staff using the 
system’ .

It is intended that the 
food bank will open two 
days a week for a couple of 
hours. 

Volunteers 

It will run in line within 
the guidelines set by the 
Trussell Trust, a charity 
which co-ordinates a nation¬ 
wide network of food banks. 

Volunteers will be trained 
to work with vulnerable 
people and to signpost them 
to various agencies where 
they can access help. 

Families and individuals 
in need will be able to get 
emergency food parcels. 

Ms Asprey said: “They 
will be given a voucher and 
can exchange it for three 
days of emergency food. The 
food they get is planned by 
a dietician. The £1,500 will 
allow us to set up, but we 


will need to keep fundrais¬ 
ing. Donations of food or 
money to the food bank will 
be welcome. 

“We were hoping to open 
at the Methodist church in 
July but there is some heat¬ 
ing work being done so it 
will now be early August. 

“The main reason people 
get into crisis is debt. It’s 
very difficult today with 
zero-hour contracts. About 
99 per cent of people we 
are dealing with will be in 
work.” 

Councillor Richard Wor- 
rall, vice-chairman of the 
area panel, has welcomed 
the project. He said: “I’m 
so pleased they have got the 
support and couldn’t think 
of a more worthy cause. 

“There are an awful lot of 
people suffering real hard¬ 
ship. 

“The Walsall North food 
bank’s area of coverage 
will be Brownhills, Pelsall, 
Rushall, Shelfield and High 
Heath.”

£100,000 campaign to ensure Binns 
organ remains key to hall's future 


CAMPAIGNERS have launched 
an £100,000 appeal to preserve 
the historic pipe organ at Darlas¬ 
ton Town Hall to safeguard the 
venue’s musical heritage. 

The Binns instrument was built 111 
years ago by the renowned organ mak¬ 
er James J Binns of Leeds at its Bram- 
ley Organ Works. 

It is believed to be the only working in¬ 
strument of its type remaining. 

Now town hall organist Mervin Jones and 
Darlaston South’s councillor Doug James 
have joined forces to launch a fundraising 
drive to improve it for future generations. 

Mr Jones, who play it for monthly con¬ 
certs at the red brick town hall, says the 
organ was an important feature of the ar¬ 
ea’s heritage. 

“We are trying to make sure the organ 
carries on working and being played well 
after I’m gone because it’s the heritage of 
this town. 


MEMORY LANE

“Many buildings and features of the 
borough have been stripped away over the 
decades and we don’t want that to happen 
here. 

“For example, the old Gaumont Theatre 
in Walsall had the first Wurlitzer organ in 
this country installed there. Eventually it 
was sold for a ridiculous sum of money and 
I think it ended up in a church in Cornwall. 
It never should have left the area in the first 
place. 

Pneumatic 

“It would be really sad if anything like 
that happens to this organ, so we are 
setting up an organ fund to ensure that 
doesn’t happen. 

“We can’t expect the council to pay for 
the work as the funds just aren’t there,” Mr 
Jones said. 


He said representatives from the Binns 
charitable trust and from the former Ru- 
bery Owen car parts works were due to visit 
the town hall, in Victoria Road, Darlaston, 
in the near future to inspect the organ to 
see what work is needed to be carried out 
on it. 

Mr Jones said the pedal board and the 
pneumatic action that makes the sound 
both need major overhauls, the pipe work¬ 
ings need cleaning. 

He added that all but one of the console 
stops were in working order. 

The organ was given to the town in 1903 
by the town’s prominent Slater family who 
were in business and were well known in 
the area at the time. 

Slater Street situated near the town hall 
was named after them. 

It was commissioned by Mrs S M Slater 
and family in memory of her late husband 
James. 

“The magnificent Binns Organ at Dar¬ 
laston Town Hall is now the only working 
Binns Organ of its type in Britain. 


“The appeal aims to raise 100,000 and 
musical enthusiasts, choirs, musicians and 
entertainers are requested to support it by 
offering their services for a programme of 
events to raise the funds and the profile of 
the appeal,” Councillor James said.

Bookings 

The Victorian town hall, which dates 
back to 1888, closed in 2006 for two years 
amid health and safety concerns. 

It was reopened after a £420,000 make¬ 
over and councillors in the area have been 
working with a variety of community 
groups to drum up more bookings. 

Last Friday there was a lunchtime 
concert with guest singer Debbie Miles 
froml.30pm. 

Other planned activities for the future 
include tea dances, coffee mornings, com¬ 
munity days and it is also hoped to launch a 
regular whist event.

The final chapter of a 
remarkable life is told 


O ctober 27, 2014 marks the 

centenary of the birth of Dylan 
Thomas, the Swansea-born 
poet who is now regarded as a giant 
of 20th-century literature. 

We can expect heaps of 
programmes about him in the coming 
months (including a performance of 
his most famous work, Under Milk 
Wood, featuring a cast of famous 
Welsh faces, including Tom Jones, 
Sian Phillips and Matthew Rhys), but 
getting in first is this drama, Dylan 
Thomas: A Poet in New York, BBC2, 
9pm about his final days before his 
death at the age of 39 in 1953. 

Tom Hollander plays Thomas, 
despite admitting that he wasn’t 
particularly a fan before filming began. 

“I was aware of him although I didn’t 
know his poetry very well, but I got 
exposed to his best poetry,” says the 
actor. “I liked the way Andrew Davies 
had dramatised this man running out 
of road, as it were, in his life. He’d 
done it really well - he’s a great writer. 
That they should have even offered it 
to me was a wonderful thing.” 

As well as his writing, Thomas was 
famous for his voice thanks to the 


numerous times he appeared in 
public to read his own work - and 
getting his vocal characteristics right 
was crucial to Hollander’s 
performance. 

“Because he’s a very well recorded 
performer, it was very easy to 
discover what he sounded like as a 
recording artist. It was harder to find 
out what he sounded like as a man. I 
sense that he was putting on a 
performing voice, a declamatory 
poetry style, but he can’t have been 
talking like that in real life. Or maybe 
he was...” 

Although the focus of A Poet in New 
York is on the latter part of Thomas’s 
life, there are scenes in which he’s a 
younger man, which gave Hollander a 
weighty problem - Thomas piled on 
the pounds during his later years, 
becoming bloated thanks to his love 
of the demon drink. 

“Eating a lot made me feel ill and 
the whole thing made me feel 
dreadful. Without going into the details 
of it there were unpleasant physical 
side effects of overeating.” 

The story begins as Thomas arrives 
in the Big Apple, en route to 


Hollywood where he plans to write an 
opera with Stravinsky. 

The trip west is self-funded, but 
Thomas needs to raise the cash by 
taking part in a production of Under 
Milk Wood at Manhattan’s prestigious 
Poetry Centre, followed by a tour of 
talks and readings. But he never 
completed them. 

Friends later remarked how ill he 
looked during his stay in New York, 
and he was taken sick on several 
occasions before finally going gentle 
into that good night following a four- 
day coma. 

“It’s a sympathetic portrayal of self- 
destruction and it allows you to get 
inside him,” explains Hollander. 

“Tales of self-destruction 
themselves are often not fun to watch, 
but it’s because you see the two 
things at the same time - you see the 
poetry and everything that was 
greatest about him at the same time 
as you’re seeing him destroy himself.” 

The excellent supporting cast 
includes Essie Davis, Phoebe Fox, 
Ewen Bremner, Celt Llewellyn Jones, 
Jamie Ballard, Demetri Goritsas and 
Jason May.

This week it is 30 years since the very first 
Ibiza rolled off the production line in SEAT’S 
Zona Franca factory. 

Since that day, the Ibiza has remained SEAT’S most 
iconic and popular car, with sales approaching five 
million across three decades and four generations. 

The car was a game-changer for SEAT, the first designed 
and developed completely by the Spanish company from 
start to finish - with a little help from some friends. Namely, 
collaborations with Giorgetto Giugiaro’s Italdesign design 
company, coachbuilder Karmann, and Porsche helped 
make the Ibiza a truly cutting-edge small car, and the foun¬ 
dation of 30 years of ongoing success. 

The very embodiment of the Spain of the ‘80s, the first 
SEAT Ibiza was ambitious, dynamic and ground-breaking. 
Its name, taken from the Mediterranean island, reinforced 
the exotic image given to it by virtue of its Spanish roots. 

The backdrop chosen for the world premiere of the SEAT 
Ibiza was the prestigious Paris Motor Show in 1984, and 
from then on the car has gone from strength to strength, 
achieving success both in its domestic market and abroad, 
with almost seven of every ten produced exported; 69 per 
cent of 5,000,000 total Ibiza production has been exported 
to more than 75 countries worldwide. 

The most important markets for the Ibiza during the early 
years were Italy, France, Germany, United Kingdom, Portu¬ 
gal and Mexico, in addition to Spain. 

SEAT will celebrate this resounding and continued suc¬ 
cess with the launch of a 30th anniversary model, set to go 
on sale in June. 

SEAT ended the ‘80s with production and sales records, 
and became a member of the Volkswagen Group. Until 
1993 the brand’s activity had been concentrated in the Bar¬ 
celona Zona Franca, but its membership of a new group, 
the success of its new models, and the need to increase 
production meant that a new industrial production complex 
was required. SEAT would be provided with a new modern 
factory next to its technical centre in Martorell, opened in 
1991. 

The second-generation Ibiza would be the first vehicle 
built at SEAT’S new Martorell production facility. More than 
that, the establishment of the new factory would give rise to 
the creation of a suppliers’ industrial estate, which at that 
time comprised 20 companies. 

Today Martorell remains one of the most modern and flex¬ 
ible factories in Europe, its international standing attested 
to when SEAT received the ‘Automotive Lean Production’ 
award. Almost 700 Ibiza vehicles are built every day on Mar- 
torell’s Line 1, employing around 1,600 people directly; all 
told, SEAT generates direct and indirect employment for ap¬ 
proximately 70,000 families. 

Distinguished 

The Ibiza is 100 per cent SEAT, since it was the first vehi¬ 
cle designed and developed in its entirety by the company. 
Design has always formed part of the Spanish brand’s DNA, 
and in the case of the Ibiza the four generations have borne 
the hallmark of distinguished names in the field of automo¬ 
tive design. 

For the first generation of the Ibiza (1984-1993), SEAT 
collaborated with Italdesign, the company of world famous 
Italian designer Giorgetto Giugiaro, with Karmann for the de¬ 
velopment of the bodywork, and Porsche for the technology 
of the ‘System Porsche’ engines. 

There was a clear aesthetic leap in the second generation 
(1993-2002), which again bore the hallmark of Giugiaro. The 
lines were rounded and aerodynamic, and the car given a 
level of equipment and mechanical sophistication that were 
in those days normally only found in cars in the segments 
above. 

Italian designer Walter de’Silva, the current head of de¬ 
sign at the Volkswagen Group, was responsible for the out¬ 
line of the third-generation Ibiza (2002-2008), which took 
another step forward in manufacture quality, engine range 
and dynamic performance. Walter de’Silva introduced more 
attractive aesthetics, while the car’s dynamic prowess took 
another leap forward thanks to the ‘Agile Chassis’ concept 
developed by SEAT’S technical centre in Martorell. 

The current generation of the Ibiza (2008 onwards) is the 
work of Luc Donckerwolke, head of design at SEAT in 2008 
and formerly of Lamborghini. The concept of ‘Arrow Design’ 
was introduced with the 2008 Ibiza, resulting in a car distinc¬ 
tively sportier than its predecessors.The first SEAT Ibiza with 
a clear sports calling was the SXI with a 100 PS engine, the 
forerunner of the current Cupra and FR versions. In 1996, 
the company presented the Cupra version, with a 2.0-litre 
150 PS engine, offering outstanding performance and a dis¬ 
tinctly sporty image. 

The Ibiza Kit Car was a much-awaited launch, with which 
SEAT achieved a brilliant triumph in the FIA 2.0-litre World 
Rally Championships - a success that was repeated in 1997 
and 1998. 
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MG’s new 
supermini 
looks like a 
good choice

The MG badge is back. We could argue it 
came back over 18 months ago with MG6, 
but that is a large saloon vehicle, whereas 
the MG3 is attempting to put back a sense of 
style, bit of fun and certainly affordability into 
the marketplace. 

The MG3 is pitched into the important supermini 
category, and it should hold its head in this company. 

It has a reasonably economical engine, high levels of 
specification, and it does not look too out of place in the 
car park. 

And one of the big plusses with the MG is its pricing struc¬ 
ture. 

There are four derivatives and the entry level starts at 
a mere £8,399, even the top specification is priced at just 
£9999, and this has to be superb value for money, assuming 
the vehicle lives up to expectations. 

The new MG3 is mostly built in China by MG’s new own¬ 
ers, SAIC, the final assembly takes place in the UK. The ve¬ 
hicle was designed and styled in the UK, where over 300 
engineers and designers are employed to produce vehicles 
suitable for the UK and European market, and certainly the 
ride and handling have been honed to perfection for our 
bumpy roads. 

It is a delight to see the octagonal badge back on the 
bonnet and also displayed on the cylinder head cover in the 
engine bay. 

The whole range is powered by a single 1.5-litre engine 
which produces 105ps. There have been complaints the en¬ 
gine lacks power and is a lethargic. I take the viewpoint this 
is an engine which needs to be revved. 

It is not an engine which produces a lot of torque at low 
speed, but when you rev it and get the needle above 3,000 
revs, then it starts to reward you. 

Delight 

The five-speed gearbox was a delight to operate, and 
even allowing for the lack of torque, it was not really prob¬ 
lematic to change gear frequently to make progress. A top 
speed of 108 mph and 0-60mph in 10.4 seconds is achiev¬ 
able. 

The economics of running the vehicle are ones of not 
very high mpg figures. The manufacturer suggests 48-plus 
should be available, I managed to achieve 40mpg over a 
varied 4,000 miles whilst in ownership of the vehicle. 

The C02 emissions at 136 g/km are not going to place 
the MG3 in the ultra cheap Vehicle Excise Duty category and 
that is a shame. 

The big feature for me, however, is the huge amount of 
interior space, lif a small supermini is your choice but you 
need to move four adults, five at a push, then you seriously 
need to check out the MG3. 

My 6ft-plus frame in the driver’s seat still enabled a eft- 
plus person to sit behind me, with ample amounts of leg, 
head and shoulder room. This really is worth a couple of 
extra ticks on your shopping list. The boot space was ade¬ 
quate but not overly generous. 

The interior has sadly followed the fashion of today with 
lots of black plastic and a very dark overall look. However, 
there was some wonderful contrasting red stitching on the 
steering wheel and on the superb sport-type seats. 

The vehicle, from a driver’s perspective, was not overly 
complicated - just radio controls contained on the steering 
wheel, and two stalks on the steering column, one for the 
wipers and combined computer and one for the lights and 
indicators. 

There was a cubby-hole on the dashboard, hidden be¬ 
hind a roller cover. The kind people at MG had fitted as an 
afterthought, an iPad connection. This to me was a bit of a 
waste of money and wasted space. 

Extensively 

Four trim levels are available, my test car was the 3 FORM 
Sport and this was extensively equipped. It included air con¬ 
ditioning, the driver and passenger’s wing mirrors are elec¬ 
tronically adjustable and heated, and in addition there was 
a DAB radio and a Bluetooth facility to either stream in your 
music or telephone. 

Safety has not been overlooked and there are a plethora 
of airbags including driver and passenger, side and curtain 
airbags. 

The MG is also equipped with an anti-lock braking system 
and a stability control. One feature which works quite nicely 
is the hill-hold control. 

MG is hopeful of selling 2,000 to 2,500 of the MG3 and I 
can see no reason why this target should not be achieved, 
certainly the pricing structure MG has introduced makes this 
particular derivative a very attractive option. 

I just hope against hope that the Chinese owners of MG 
will start very soon to re-introduce a two-seater sports car, 
which the market is just crying out for. 

Prices range from £8,399 to £9,999 and a three-year 
60,000-mile warranty is included.

Albion's final misery 
reflects their season 


Albion 1 Stoke 2 

ALBION’S 38th fixture of a troubled season 
spoke for the previous 37 - deeply flawed, 
briefly promising, ultimately disappointing. 

This has been the first campaign since the club’s 
last Premier League relegation in 2009 in which Al¬ 
bion have gone backwards and the last rites passed 
their own comment on such a troubled 10 months 


There was to be no uplift¬ 
ing valediction, no rousing 
statement of support for 
Pepe Mel and his troubled 
tenure. 

Stoke City took care of 
that as they so often seem 
to do. With so many trou¬ 
bling side-issues enveloping 
the clubwhat Albion needed 
more than anything was a 
rousing send off from the 
team. What they got was a 
reminder of their deficien¬ 
cies this season. 

More often than not since 
the Spaniard took over, Al¬ 
bion have been unable to 
produce more than half a 
performance, a frustration 
which followed them to the 
very last. For the opening 
half-hour especially, there 
were yet again unable to 
rouse themselves from 
the kind of lethargy that 
marked the previous perfor¬ 
mance at Sunderland. 

An own goal by Gareth 
McAuley - inadvertently 
converting a cross from 
Marko Arnautovic after 
Stoke had picked Albion’s 
defensive cover bare - was 
no more than Stoke de¬ 
served. Stoke were toying 
and teasing Albion with 
what used to be their own 
game and the half-hour 
mark passed with the home 
fans turning their anger 
from Odemwingie to their 
own players in frustration. 
Rightly so - a packed house 
was expecting more than a 
limp repeat of their Stadium

of Light offering. But, curi¬ 
ously, the discredited Nige¬ 
rian came to their rescue 
one final time, albeit briefly. 
A clattering with McAuley 
as the two men chased down 
possession on the touchline 
spilled some much-needed 
vim and vigour into Albion’s 
performance and back in to 
the galleries; united by their 
mutual adversary, the team 
finally put some meaning 
into their football. 

It was a tempo they im¬ 
mediately picked up again 
after the interval. Sesseg- 
non’s equaliser in the 57th 
minute was a peach, the 
forward continuing the late 
season rally of form by mov¬ 
ing on to Craig Dawson’s 
cross after Dorrans had 
found both space and the 
perfect pass. 

Dawson, the latest to try 
to fill Albion’s vexing diffi¬ 
culties at full-back, had a 
testing afternoon against 
the gifted Arnautovic and 
so it was enjoyable for him 
to gallop forward again and 
set up the same Albion col¬ 
league for a header which 
stretched Thomas Sorensen. 

But just as The Haw¬ 
thorns prepared for one 
final assault, Stoke broke 
out to claim the winner. 
Adam had taken over from 
a jeered and derided Odem¬ 
wingie and smacked home a 
left-foot drive from 20 yards 
which beat Foster.

Morgan is backing boss Jackett to the hilt 


STEVE MORGAN says he is backing 
Wolves’ boss Kenny Jackett 100 per cent to 
achieve what he wants. 

The Wolves owner used his first public 
address since February 2013 to tell a packed 
gathering of 710 at the club’s end of sea¬ 
son awards dinner at Telford International 
Centre to praise the head coach’s forward 
planning and salute his bravery in promot¬ 
ing the academy players. 

“The one thing I love about Kenny is 
he already knows what he wants for next 
year,” said the chairman. 

“I’ve never experienced that with any 
manager here and he’ll be supported 100 
per cent to achieve what he wants. Kenny 
and Joe Gallen wanted to start afresh and 
purge the past and we totally supported 
that and got behind what they wanted to 


do.” Morgan, who name-checked Richard 
Stearman, Dave Edwards, Danny Batth 
and “captain marvel” Sam Ricketts in his 
praise, paid tribute to Jackett for promoting 
the club’s academy graduates - and revealed 
the battles he had with previous managers 
over fielding home-grown players. 

“Fair play to Kenny because he hasn’t 
been afraid to use the players from the 
academy,” he said. 

“Previous managers have been reluctant 
to pick our youth players and if you knew 
some of the arguments we’ve had with 
those who wouldn’t give them a chance... 
but now we have a man who thinks ‘if 
they’re good enough, they’re old enough. 
They were brave and brought in players 
from the academy, all of whom have been 
a fantastic success.” Morgan held his hands 


up for the decisions which led to last sea¬ 
son’s relegation. “I make no excuses for last 
year but had we had the points total we had 
then this season, we’d have finished 18th,” 
he said. 

“But good comes out of bad and to do 
what we have done this season and achieved 
what we have is phenomenal and fantastic 
for the club. 

“One hundred and three points is the re¬ 
cord for the third tier in football which is 
a measure of the achievement we’ve made. 

“I said this time last year in a written 
statement that we have to go into League 
One with humility and treat every game 
like a cup final and give every team respect 
and I think results have proved we have.” 

Morgan is hopeful of more success, add¬ 
ing: “Hopefully we’re celebrating again this 


time next year. It’s a tough league we’re 
going into - possibly the toughest in Eu¬ 
rope to get out of, where it seems anyone 
can beat anyone else, but that’s what we do: 
Get up and at it.” 

The Player of the Year dinner was as 
memorable as the 2013 occasion was forget¬ 
table after it was cancelled due to lack of in¬ 
terest. Deep dejection has been overcome by 
unrestrained excitement for a future recast 
by the impact of the club’s record-breaking 
sweep through a year of League One fix¬ 
tures. 

It was Morgan’s first public address since 
the footballing catastrophe that, he admit¬ 
ted, had taken its toll at both a personal and 
club level, was perhaps the most significant 
speech of the night. Wolves also won - the 
Football League’s ‘friendliest club’ award.

Squad surrenders to end wretched season

A GHASTLY end to a wretched season. It 
cannot continue. 

Randy Lerner would have watched Vil¬ 
la’s surrender on TV as he prepared to an¬ 
nounce his intention to leave. 

His long-awaited statement about the 
future of the club is due and Villa need to 
be put out of their misery. It cannot come 
soon enough. 

Sunday’s insipid 3-0 defeat at Tottenham 
saw Villa go through the motions and look 
like they wanted to be anywhere but White 
Hart Lane. 
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The fans made their own statement with 
a series of chants including ‘we want our 
Villa back’ and ‘we want Lambert out’. 
Their message is clear. Lerner has to de¬ 
liver equal clarity. 

The American no longer has the desire to 
be at Villa and the club are in limbo until 
he confirms what everyone has been wait¬ 
ing for. 

The game itself was meaningless, a minor 
sub-plot for both clubs with the long-term 
futures of their respective managers a big¬ 


ger agenda. And defeat meant Villa finished 
on 38 points, the same amount won by Alex 
McLeish two years ago which convinced the 
club to act. 

Harry Kane should have opened the 
scoring instead of nodding straight at Brad 
Guzan before the keeper denied him at 
the near post after Villa’s static defence 
watched on. 

Spurs were able to cut through Villa with 
worrying ease and it only took just 14 min¬ 
utes for them to edge ahead. 

Christian Eriksen fed Paulinho and he 
tapped in after Guzan had saved his initial 


effort. A minute later the midfielder should 
have made it 2-0 but he scuffed his shot well 
wide after Villa were again exposed. 

Tottenham’s tempo dropped though 
and the visitors were able to regroup with 
Gabby Agbonlahor heading over. 

But it was too pedestrian and Spurs 
wrestled back total control with two goals 
in three minutes as Villa crumbled. 

First Nathan Baker deflected Danny 
Rose’s cross past Guzan on 35 minutes be¬ 
fore Agbonlahor handled Sandro’s shot in 
the area and Emmanuel Adebayor buried 
the penalty. 


VILLA PUT UP FOR 
SALE AT £200m 


RANDY Lerner has put Villa up for 
sale. The chairman released a state¬ 
ment on Monday to finally end the 
speculation surrounding his future. 

Villa secured their Premier League status 
last week and Lerner has instructed his bank 
to sell the club. 

The American bought the claret and blues for £62.6m in 


2006 and is believed to want 
around £200m after invest¬ 
ing heavily in players and 
wages since. 

He has cut back in the 
last two years - with many 
expecting his decision today 
- and admitted Villa need 
fresh investment. 

He said: “I have engaged 
Bank of America Merrill 
Lynch to advise on the sale 
of Aston Villa. 

“Above all, the debt I 
owe Aston Villa whether as 
owner, Chairman, custodian 
or simply as a fan is to put 
the club first. 

Invigorated 

“To make good on that 
debt, I owe it to Villa to 
move on, and look for fresh, 
invigorated leadership, if 
in my heart I feel I can no 
longer do the job. 

“The last several seasons 
have been week in, week 
out battles and having now 
come through this last sea¬ 
son unfortunately limping 
amidst very meaningful 
injuries and constant sale 
rumours, I feel further that 
now is the time for me to 
look for new ownership and 
thus new leadership. I have 
come to know well that fates 
are fickle in the business of 
English football. 

“And I feel that I have 
pushed mine well past the 
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limit. I have asked the 
world of Paul Lambert and 
Paul Faulkner and they 
have both delivered self¬ 
lessly. 

“On a personal level it 
is time for me, like the 
Shunammite, to dwell 
among my own and get on 
with other aspects of my ca¬ 
reer, following a sale. 

“I am appreciative of the 
support I have received, 
even in these last years of 
comparative struggle when 
criticism was due, and will 
look on with others- with 
fingers crossed, for stronger 
future performance appro¬ 
priate to our size and her¬ 
itage. 

“On a practical level, the 
club will continue with its 
normal operations and plans 
for the summer. 

“I’ve no doubt that the 
core staff at both Villa Park 
and Bodymoor, to whom 
I owe a massive debt of 
friendship and loyalty, will 
continue to guide and pro¬ 
tect the club through this 
period of transition accord¬ 
ing to their collective sense 
of professional pride and 
long term service to Villa 
- the vast majority having 
preceded my tenure.”
